STORMS 


Do Great Damage At Many 


Points. 


WESTERN NEW YORK VISITED BY 


TERRIFIC STORM. 


MANY TOWNS IN 
NORTHWEST 


Also Report 
Losses 
Occasioned 
by

Windstorms and Heavy Rains. 


• One Life Lost. 


Buffalo, July 7—The flood in the vi- 


cinity of Arcade, which is subsiding 
today, d.id thousands of dollars 
of 


damage. In the cloudburst last night 
Cattaraugus ana Clear creek on which 
Arcade is situated, rose three feet in 
20 minutes, sweeping everything be- 
fore them. 
Only one life is reported 


lost, but many lost homes. 


Western New York was swept by a 


terrific rainstorm Sunday. Rivers and 
creeks rose rapidly, overflowing their 
banks and sweeping away houses and 
barns and live stock. 


The loss will reach into hundreds of 


thousands of dollars. Telegraph and 
telephone wires are down and com- 
munication with small towns in Wyom- 
ing, Niagara and Cattaraugus counties 
is oifficult to establish. 


Minnie Lopper who kept a bakery on 


the bank of the creek at Mason, was 
drowned early in the day. Miss Loper's 
bake shop was swept out into the 
stream. 


There were many narrow 
escapes: 


At Yorkshire two miles below Arcade 
the approaches to the bridge were 
washed away, but the bridge is stand- 
nig. Miles of roadway are so gullied 
or buried in debris that they will have 
to be rebuilt. 


Three houses were carried away at 


Hornellsville. Pike, N. Y., was under 
four feet of water and the damage 
there is a quarter of a million dollars. 
Damage about Wellsville is $50,000. At 
Bolivar, N. Y., two inches of rain fell 
in two hours.

The general opinion prevails in the 


army that General Smith was acquit- 
ted by the court that tried nim. This 
is neither denied nor affirmed by the 
secretary of war, who continued to de- 
cline to discuss the court's decision. 
He has practically completed his ex- 
amination of the papers in the General 
Smith case and will take them with 
him to Oyster Bay the latter part of 
this week for review by the President. 


He has already discussed the case 


with the President, and the conclusion 
has been reached that Oeneral Smith 
must be censured for what is consid- 
ered a lack of discretion in telling Ma- 
jor Waller to "burn and kill" In the

HOW PORCUPINES FIGHT. 


Do Not Shoot Their Quills, bat Drive 


Them In With the Tall. 


There is something about the porcu- 


pine which draws the interest of a 
great many persons, according to the 
attendants at the New York zoological 
gardens in the Bronx. It is one of the 
first animals for which youthful vis- 
itors ask when they come to the park," 
and many of their elders also want to 
be directed to the porcupine pen. Some 
of the visitors have strange ideas about 
how the porcupine came to have quills 
and what he can do with them; 


"See the pins sticking out of that 


little black ball," said a fond father 
who was giving his young hopeful a 
lesson in natural history. "That's a 
porcupine, and it fights with those 
quills. When the dogs .come, it raises 
its quills and at the right time shoots 
them out, just like the powder shoots 
the bullet out of the gun." 


"Itudoes, does it?" exclaimed an old 


man who was peering through the bars 
at the same porcupine. 


The father looked up quickly, and his 


glance asked, "And who the dickens 
are you?" 


"I've lived most all my life up in the 


Adirondacks,' where porcupines are 
thick," explained the old man, "and 
I've hunted them many times. It's a 
mistake about their being able to shoot 
their quills." 


"But I've seen dogs with the quills 


driven into nose, chest and legs," re- 
turned the father. "How do_you ac- 
count for that?" 


"Most people do not know," contin- 


ued the man from the mountains, "that 
the porcupine fights with its tail, using 
it as a man would a club. The tail is 
heavy and well covered' with quills, 
and the beast has perfect control of it 
when it comes to purposes of defense. 
It can strike a blow with sufficient 
force to drive quills into a stick of 
hard wood, to say nothing of a dog's 
flesh. 


"When the porcupine turns tail it is 


time for the enemy to retreat, for the 
defense is about to begin. The blow 
is delivered quickly, without warning, 
and it leaves a bunch of quills wher- 
ever it: strikes. This method of fight- 
ing with its tail is responsible for the 
theory that the porcupine cau shoot 
its quills."—New York Tribune.

the Dramatic Experience of Two 


Antarctic Explorers. 


Air. C. E. Borchgrevink, commander 


of the antarctic expedition of 1SUS, 
nesrly lost his life by an accident of a 
nature so peculiar that it is probable 
no other man could duplicate the ex- 
perience. At tho foot of Mount Terror 
in February, 1000, he landed from his 
ship with Captain Jensen and three 
other men. Then, wishing to take a 
picture of the shore, he sent his boat 
back to the vessel to get a camera, and 
lie'and. Captain Jensen "were left alone 
on the rough beach. Before the boat 
returned a strange and awful thing 
happened. Mr. Borchgrevink told the 
story in the Outlook: • 


A roar and a rush, with tremendous 


explosions, 
shook the beach. The 


thought came to Us that the perpendic- 
ular rocks above us were falling. Then 
We realized what was taking place. 
The mighty glacier immediately to the 
west of tis was giving birth to an ice- 
berg. 
= 


Millions of tons of ice plunged yito 


the ocean. We could see nothing be- 
yond an immense cloud of 'rolling 
snow. The water rose from the plunge 
of this antarctic monarch. I sang out 
to Jensen, "Now^we shall have to face 
the wave!" 


We rushed to the highest point of our 


limited beach, four feet above the sea. 
V,'e saw advancing on us a dark green 
ridge with a white crest. I called to 
Jensen to struggle for dear life. We 
clutched the uneven rocks, with our 
backs toward the advancing water. Al- 
though it could not have taken more 
than seven minutes the time seemed 
long before the water closed over our 
heads. 


Floating upward, scrambling upon 


the rocks, I tore the nails-from my 
flesh in my endeavor to keep from be-' 
ing dragged out 
After the second 


wsve we again felt the rocks under 
our feet 


At the place where Jensen "and-I first 


stood the rock was wet twenty feet 
above our heads. It was somewhat 
lower when it struck us. Where the 
wave had struck with full force the 
face of the rock had been altered, and 
rocks were still falling when the three 
men in the boat found us, bleeding and 
torn. 


Two facts had saved us. To our right 


a small peninsula of ice protruded 
some five feet from the rock, and the 
rock itself bent toward the west. From 
the moment it struck the curve of the 
mountain rock to the west of us the 
wave took a course more easterly than 
where Jonsen and I stood.

"A trainer must possess two qualiii- 


catious before he can suecossfuiiy ed- 
ucate a horse to do the tricks seen in a 
circus— he must possess kindness and 
perseverance. 


"A veteran trainer selects IMs horses 


with as niucli care as a society woman 
plans a party gown. The, candidate for 
the I'uture applause ol the eux-us going 
people of the world must be handsome 
in color, as near perfect as possible iu 
conformation and possess an even tem- 
perament Ills eyes must be large and 
devoid of the least trace of vicious- 
ness, he must hold his ears pointed 
slightly forward, and he Inust have a 
sensible looking head, broad between 
the eyes. Horses that lay back their 
ears at the approach of a man, who 
nip viciously at every passerby and 
whose eyes plainly demonstrate a 
mean disposition are discarded. A 
trainer will handle no animal of this 
kind. 


"Once the candidate is selected he is 


Shipped to the winter quarters of the 
circus and assigned to a comfortable 
stall in a largo, clean, well ventilated 
barn tenanted by several hundred beau- 
ties of his kind. Good hay and oats are 
his in abundance, and for several da\ s 
he is allowed to rest and become famil- 
iar with his surroundings. The trainer 
visits him daily and by speaking kind- 
ly and occasionally giving the animal a 
bit of sugar gains his confidence. After 
a time the horse begins to whinny at 
the approach of the trainer, and the 
bond of friendship is thus quickly ce- 
mented. 


"Then comes the first lesson. 
The 


candidate is introduced to the training 
ring- constructed near the barn and al- 
lowed to wander about at will. He 
smells the sawdust, the pedestals and 
the harness and ropes that will soon 
be buckled about his body and then, 
horselike, lies down in the center of the 
ring and enjoys a good roll. 


"Next day he is led around and 


around the ring for several hours and 
soon understands that ho is expected 
to encircle the ring of his own accord. 
Then a strap is placed around his right 
foreleg, and from this strap a rope is 
run through harness fastened around 
his body. The trainer grasps the free 
cud of the -rope in one hand and u pair 
of lines attached to the horse's bridle 
in the other. The animal is told to 
'get up,' and after the ring is encircled 
a few times the command 'whoa' is 
given. If the horse refuses to obey, a 
quick pull on the rope draws his leg 
from under him, hud 'he is forced to 
stop. Only a few demonstrations of 
this 'kind are necessary to show the 
horse that he must stop when the com- 
mand is given. 


"After these preliminaries are satis- 


factorily accomplished the equine pupil 
is taught to kneel first on one .knee, 
then on the other and finally on both.- 
All this is accomplished by drawing 
up the front legs, one at a time, thus 
forcing him down. 
His knees are 


padded to prevent injury, and every 
time he is forced down the command 
to kneel is given, and the animal is 
petted and reassured with kind words 
until finally he kneels at the word.. 


"It is in these preliminary lessons 


that a good porfoimer is made or 
spoiled. The instructor must be firm 
and resolute, but kind, always kind. A 
horse is like a child; you may coax 
him, but you can't force with'ont spoil- 
ing his disposition. The animal quick- 
ly notices any show of ill temper or 
roughness on the part of the instructor 
and resents it by becoming balky and 
obstinate. Blows or harsh punishment 
only make him worse. You frequently 
hear people assert that animals are 
beaten into submission in teaching 
them tricks. People who say this never 
saw the inside of the training quarters 
of a modern circus. A horse or any oth- 
er animal conquered in this way is 
never reliable and is apt to spoil a per- 
formance by an outbreak of bad tem- 
per, besides being dangerous to handle, 


"The next lesson for the horse is the 


art of lying down and remaining mo- 
tionless until the word is given to rise. 
This information is imparted to the 
horse in a manner similar to the kneel- 
ing lesson. An ingenious 
harness 


makes it possible for the trainer to 
draw the horse down on a soft bed of 
hay without injuring him. When the 
horse willingly lies down at the word 
of command, he is taught to sit upon 
his haunches and then is gradually 
drilled into the other tricks that al- 
ways draw applause from,children and 
adults alike. 


"It is usually an easy mutter to teach 


a horse to stand upon a pedestal, to 
waltz, rear on his hind legs and march 
in unison with equine companions aft- 
er these simple lessons are thoroughly 
learned and the horse understands the 
trainer is his friend and not his enemy. 
The horse of average intelligence 
learns quickly as soon as he realizes 
what is required of him. The main 
requisite on the trainer's part is pa- 
tience, and if a man hasn't got this. 
and lots of it, he had better keep out of 
the business. If he gets excited or im- 
patient and goes to hauling the horse 
about unnecessarily, the nniinn! is sure 
to become uneasy and fretful, and a 
little experience of this kind will spoil 
him. 


"The better bred a horse Is the mare 


intelligence it has and the more apt it is 
to make a good performer, provided it 
has been handled properly from cclt- 
hood. All high bred horses, however, 
arc nervous and require kind treat- 
ment in order to insure good results."— 
Cleveland Plain Dealer.

and marketing of. the "Indian woed," 
a TiDO aero lie Id is an enormous propo- 
sition, corresponding in magnitude to 
the great wheatlields of the Dakot.-is 
and the immense cattle ranges of the 
plains. 


The business of growing tobacco and 


preparing it for market is pretty near- 
ly a '•continuous performance." It re 
quires almost constant care and atten- 
tion all the year round, lly the time 
the grower bus one crop deposited in 
the buyer's warehouses in Cincinnati 
or eNewhcre he must begin preparing 
the soil for another crop, and during 
all this time there is ''something do- 
ini;," so closely do the different steps 
in its cultivation follow each othor. 


Tobacco is a very delicate crop, and 


every advantage of soil and season 
must be improved or failure is pretty 
sure to follow. This is particularly 
true at the present time, when its pro- 
duction has developed into a science 
in securing the color and texture of 
leaf demanded by the trade. 
The 


ground must be in prime condition, 
and it is necessary to constantly enrich 
the land for the reason that tobacco 
exhausts the soil at the ratio of four- 
teen tons of wheat to one of tobacco. 
On tbo Combs farm and indeed upon 
most others in this section tobacco i.s 
rotated betwuen wheat or corn airl 
blue grass and clover, tobacco being 
planted one year, wheat or corn the 
next and blue grabs and clover the 
third. 


The first stop in the process of tobac- 


co raising is the preparation of the 
ground for the beds where are grown 
the young plants. This is dore with 
the utmost care. The ground is burned 
over and richly fertilized. 'The'seed is 
sown the first dry days of late winter 
or 
early 
sprint,'. 
Canvas is 
then 


stretched over tho hods to protect them 
from frost and insects.

FOREIGNERS AT THE FAIR. 


Many Nation* Preparing Exhibit* 


Fmfe.the St,. Louin Exposition. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


St. Louis, July 1.—One of the princi- 


pal reasons for postponing the Louisi- 
ana Purchase exposition until 1904 
was to give foreign nations greater op- 
portunity to prepare their exhibits. 
The wisdom of this action is now ap- 
parent in the greatly increased interest 
which foreign nations are taking in 
the fair. Scarcely a day passes that 
the exposition managers do not re- 
ceive encouraging advices from vari- 
ous sections of the globe indicating 
that about every country in the world 
will be well represented here in 19O4. 
The indications are that the exposition 
will be more.essentially a world's fair 
than any that has ever preceded it 


The recent visit to St. Loais of the 


members of the Rochambeau mission, 
accompanied by 31. Michel Lagrave, 
French commissioner general to the 
world's fair, gives assurance that 
France is preparing to make a splen- 
did exhibit. During his visit M. La- 
grave selected a site on which will be 
erected the French palace, which prom- 
ises to be one of the most attractive 
buildings on the grounds. Before his 
departure from New York for France 
M. Lagrave 
telegraphed 
President 


Francis expressing in behalf of the 
French government his sincere thanks 
and also the gratitude of all the other 
members of the party for the welcome 
extended to the commissioner genera-1 
and the Rochambeau party during 
their stay in St. Louis. "We have all 
been happy to see what the future 
world's fair promises to be," says the 
commissioner general, "and we are al- 
ready certain that under your high di- 
rection it is assured of great success." 


The world's fab? managers have 


been informed by the state department 
that St. Louis will be included in the 
itinerary of the Grand Duke Boris of 
R\issia, cousin of the" czar, who is 
about to visit this country. He Is ex- 
pected to reach San Francisco in a few 
weeks and "will come direct to St. 
Louis from that city. The visit of 
Prince Boris will unquestionably result 
in an increased interest in the exposi- 
tion on the part of Russia, which has 
already given assurances of generous 
representation. 


The Siamese minister at Washington 


has arranged the itinerary of the 
crown prince of Siam so as to include 
a visit to St. Louis and the world's fair 
grounds when he arrives this summer, 
which may be taken as an indication 
that Siam will take part in the exposi- 
tion. 


Mr, B. Okazaki, a Japanese govern- 


ment engineer and a resident of Sap- 
poro, in the northern part of Japan, 
visited the Administration building re- 
cently and inspected the exhibit build- 
ings going up on the world's fair 
grounds. The interest of Japan in the 
enterprise is shown by a letter from 
Honorary Commissioner J. E. Smith, 
written from Yokohama under, recent 
date, in which he says: 


"Now that you have decided in favor 


of postponement I can assure you that 
the Japanese exhibit will be a great 
one and second to that of no other 
country. I am beginning to see the 
effects of the pressure which is being 
brought by the manufacturers upon 
the Japanese government and I am 
positive that we will secure the official 
participation of Japan in our exposi- 
tion." 


Mr. "Vittorio Zeggio, world's fair 


commissioner to Italy, writes that the 
postponement of the world's fair to 
1904 
will result in a much better and 


larger display by Italian exhibitors. 
The matter of Italy's official repre- 
sentation at the fair was brought up 
at the recent meeting of the Italian 
Press association held in Rome, and 
Mr. Zeggio reports that "all the mem- 
bers, including President Luzzatti, 
promised enthusiastically their full 
support" He states that this "power- 
ful association" numbers over a thou- 
sand members, being composed of ed- 
itors and proprietors of all Italian 
newspapers, former ministers, mem- 
bers of parliament senators, literary 
people, etc. Menotti Garibaldi, the son 
of the famous General Garibaldi, is a 
member of the association and takes 
an enthusiastic interest in the fair 
project. 
He thinks that the Italian 


government will be influenced very 
much in its action in regard to the 
world's fair by this association'. 


Writing from London under recent 


date, Walter Wellman says that at 
least a score of the leading journals of 
Holland have shown special interest in 
the St Louis world's fair and pub- 
lished articles about it from half a col- 
umn to a column long. The editors all 
expressed a desire to attend the 
world's fair press congress. The editor 
of The Hague Xieuwe Courant, the 
most widely read journal In Holland. | 
said: "An exposition which proposes 
to hold a parliament of editors must 
be organized on the right lines. Here- 
tofore other associations have had 
world's parliaments at expositions, bnt 
the editors have had no special invita- 
tions." 


A Berlin cablegram gives an account 


of an interview between Emperor Wil- 
liam and F. W. Holls of Xew York in 
which the German emperor expressed 
a great interest in and good will for 
! the world's fair at St Louis.

TOLFORD'S SHARE 


Fifteen Thousand in Addition to Sal- 


ary Gets from War Claims Set- 


tled by Government. 


(Columbus Dispatch.) 


Colonel W. O. Tolford has arrived 


from Washington and Saturday Gov- 
ernor Nosh endorsed the big check for 
$458,000 received 
from 
the govern 


ment in payment of the last state war 
claim, and it was placed in the treas- 
ury for collection. 


Colonel Tolford said it made a total 


in round numbers of about five and a 
half million dollars war claims that 
Ohio had secured from the govern- 
ment on account of the civil war. Ii. 
addition to this there was about anoth- 
er half million received on account ol 
the Spanish war. 


Colonel Tolford said his contract 


with the state was for a commission 
of five per cent on the first $75,000 and 
three per cent on the balance secured 
in any year. This will entitle him to 
$15,240 on this refunder. He explained 
that he had been working oif the claim 
for over 20 years. Of course he was 
not working exclusively on this claim 
The lowest commission per centage on 
the six million dollars recovered runs 
well over $150,000, and as the colonel 
:ets a regular salary and expenses be- 
sides, it can be seen that he has been 
making a fairly good thing out of it 
He says however, that Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island and Indiana pay their 
agents much higher commissions, rang- 
ing from 10 to 25 per cent.

Governing the Appointment of Agents 


by Humane Society—Why Not 


Join Newark Society? 


Such Associations 
may 
appoint 


agents for the purpose of prosecuting 
any person guilty of any act of cruelty 
to persons or animals within this state 
who shall have power to arrest any 
person found violating any of the pro- 
visions of this chapter, or any other 
law, for the purpose of protecting per- 
sons or animals or preventing any act 
of cruelty thereto; and, upon making 
such arrest, such agent shall convey 
the person so arrested before some 
:ourt or magistrate having jurisdic- 
tion of the offense within t'ae munici- 
pal corporation or .county wherein the 
offense was1 committed, 
and there 


forthwith make complaint, on oath or 
affirmation, of the offense; but all ap- 
pointments of such associations under 
this section must have the approval 01 
the Mayor of the city or village in 
which the association exist;*, and if it 
exists outside of any city or village, 
the appointment must be approved by 
the Probate Judge of the county, and 
the Mayor or Probate Judge shall keep 
a record of all such appointments. 


Agents so appointed have the right 


to enter places where dumb animals 
are tortured, abused or cruelly treated, 
where do gor cock fighting takes place 
and arrest all participants and onlook- 
irs. 


An agent, officer or member of a 


Humane Society may interfere to pre- 
vent the 'perpetration of any act of 
sruelty to animals in his presence, and 
may use such force as may be neces- 
sary to prevent the same, and to that 
2nd may summon to his ai-1 any by- 
stander. 


Would it not be a wise and prudent 


:hmg for every humanely disposed cit- 
zen of Newark to look up the law gov- 
erning the treatment of dumb animals 
and children? Why not become a mem- 
ber of the Newark Humane Society 
and put yourself in a position to help 
these who help themselves?

About 3000 Men Are to be on the State 


Ground West of Newark Next 


Week. 


Colonel Moulton Houk, chief quarter- 


master of the Ohio National 
Guard, 


Major Rydman, quartermaster of the 
First Brigade of the O. N. G., and Cap- 
tain Benjamin D. Vail, of the 
Sixth 


Regiment 
Infantry, 
arrived at

State Camp Grounds this morning at 2 
o'clock with the tentage and field 
equipment for the coming encampment 
of the First Brigade. 


In the party were a detail from the 


Ninth Battalion, colored troops, from 
Columbus, who will have charge of tho 
^Btting in posiiion^of the tents of the;, 
•Ninth Battalion. Brjgade Quartermas-" 
ter Sergeant Frank E. Northrop of the 
First Brigade of Toledo, and Seregant 
Burns of Columbus, who is under or- 
ders from the Adjutant General's de- 
partment are also in camp and are 
looking after the arrangements of the 
tents, etc. 


The party with the equipments ar- 


rived at Showman's over the Toledo & 
Oaio Central and were

believes that Jane Toppuu. the con- 
fessed murderess of thirty-one people, 
tried to poison her in 1SS9. says the 
New York Journal. 
Miss Nissen is 


sure that the Toppan woman gave her 
morphine and that she would not bave 
beo:i alive today had she swallowed a 
second dose of a liquid which Miss 
Toppan offered her. The occurrence 
took place in the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral hospital, where Miss Xissen was 
being treated for some trouble in ber 
right knee, and for two nights Miss 
Toppan was her nurse. 


"The second night I was under ber 


care," said Miss Xissen, "I asked her 
to summon one of the house doctors 
to remote a bandage on my knee, 
which was paining inc. 
1 asked her 


several times to do this, but she 
seemed to look after roe herself and 
finally brought mo a drink, which she 
said would put uie to sleep and relieve 
the pain. 
When I drank it, it tasted 


awfully bitter, but I rather liked it 
because of my feverish condition, and 
soon after I did not feel the pain so 
much. But suddenly I began to feel a 
numbness in my arms, and I felt as if 
I were partly paralyzed. 


"Then Miss Toppan stroked my head 


as if I were a baby, told me not to 
mind the pain and that I would be all 
right in a little while. Every few sec- 
onds she would gaze into my eyes with 
an expression I could not understand. 


"Several times after this Miss Top- 


pan raised my eyelids and examined 
the eyeballs, and about 1 o'clock in the 
morning she tried to induce me to take 
some more of the liquid, which made 
me drowsy. 
But by this time I had 


decided that the drink was not a good 
one for me to take, and I told her so. 
She coaxed me to drink it. but 1 was 
firm, and thc next day she was shifted 
from night to day duty. 
And that, I 


am satisfied, is bow my life was 
saved."
